I went down to the shack early last evening and turned on the Johnson = 
Ranger 1, Viking Courier, 75A-4. It was already tuned up to 40 cw from = 
the weekend so I didn't re-tune. The setup runs about 350 to 400 watts = 
output. I listened around the band, found someone calling CQ, then for = 
the first time, briefly keyed the rig to make sure the SWR was OK (as I = 
use a Viking KW Matchbox), and was then greeted by 20/S9 line noise. I = 
turned on the KWM-2A and could hear it on there as well. I then shut = 
off the Ranger/Courier/75-A-4 to see if the noise might be coming from = 
them, but the noise was still there. This same thing happened last = 
weekend too. 40 was nice and quiet, I tune up, bam, line noise.=20 


I seem to recall observing this last fall when I got on 75 AM during the 
day. Band is quiet enough, I get in on an AM QSO , running some mildly = 
serious power, about 200 watts out with the Desk KW backdown all the = 
way, and bam, line noise. =20 


The only correlation to anything is that it was day light out. I don't = 
seem to recall observing this late in the evening. I'm not sure because 
I don't have that many data points. It was still lite out last night, = 
ditto on the weekend. =20 


I'm wondering if my signal is triggering the street light to try and = 
start up while its still light out. Its just a hunch because I don't = 
have any other explaination. Tonight I was thinking of testing with = 
just the Ranger and its low power. Then switch in the Viking Courier = 
at 400 watts out and see if the line noise starts up. 


Does anyone have any insight into this? Strange huh?

Hi Scott, 


Do you have any motion sensor switches or lamp dimmers/fan motor controllers 
around the house (or maybe even a neighbor's house) which may be RF-sensitive? 
I have a switchbox mounted motion sensor which activates and turns on the 
light to which it is connected when I transmit at just 100 watts output on 40 

meters, but it doesn't produce any RF hash. 


However, I have a switchbox mounted chopper-type lamp dimmer which produces 
terrific hash on the lower bands, although it's not triggered on by RF. I also 
once had table lamp with a "touch switch" which was activated by RF, but it 
didn't produce hash. My guess is that you have some combination of these nearby 
and your RF is indeed activating it.

Good suggestion. At times very high voltage power 
transmission lines will develop corona when the air is damp. 
I had some 345kV lines about a mile from my house in 
Cleveland Oh that used to do that. 


You can tell the difference between insulator leakage or 
corona caused by moisture and corona streamers caused by 
cloud charges by the stability of the noise. 


Insulator or wire discharges caused by HV transmission lines 
buzz at steady rate and pitch (normally some multiple of 120 
Hz on three phase lines). Leakage off sharp points caused by 


cloud to earth voltage gradient generally builds in 
intensity and pitch up to a roar. Then it can stop with a 
lightning discharge and start over again rapidly building 
back up. 


His buzzsaw could be insulators or wires sizzling on power 
lines if it is nearly steady in pitch.

Well Ralph, since you are recognizing the importance of doing well in the CX, let 
me share with you what Raymond s. Moore's book "TRANSMITTERS ....etc." says about 
the DX-60 vs. DX-60B. The DX-60 was produced from 1960 to 1963 whereas the DX-60B 
was produced in 1967-1975. This means your AGE multiplier in the CX would be 45 
years for the DX-60 and only 38 years for the DX-60B. (Remember - old is good!) 
The only significant difference noted in Moore's description is the DX-60B has the 
"New Heathkit color styling." Both have a 6146 with "90 watts." 


For you and all interested, the next CX will be the last Sunday in Sept for AM and 
SSB and the first Sunday in Oct for CW. Also, 6 and 2 meters have been added to 
encourage the use of those good old Johnson 6n2s, Harvey Wells Bandmasters, 
Gonsets, Heathkits, etc. Details are in QST, ER, and the CX website (e-mail me if 
you don't have the URL - I don't want the format police to truncate this message 
too.)
